Frontier will be able to restore 

the phone and internet services to the community soon

• Markleeville Water Company is a non-profit agency. As of 07/18/2021, water plant is still intact, and the tanks did not burn. The power poles to 

the plant, however, did burn. They will need generators to run the pumps. Musser and Jarvis watershed has been impacted so they cannot treat 

surface water currently.

• The water company is coordinating with State Water Boards, Drinking Water Division, to discuss options for power generation for the 

pumps before repopulations occurs

structure protection was made by Alpine Sheriff to USFS on 07/19/21

phone and internet, radio is weak
